IV.  SICKNESS  DURING  THE  YEAR. 


Tuberculosis.  The  deaths  from  this  disease  number  14,  7 Males 
and  7 Females,  the  lowest  number  save  one  in  the  last  5 years. 

1918  - 18;  1919  - 16;  1920  - 11;  1921  - 21;  1922  - 18. 

The  occupations  of  the  deceased  were : Boot-operatives  2, 
Motor  Mechanics  2,  Chemist  1,  Printers  Packer  1; 
Mercantile  Seaman  1,  the  other  7 had  no  occupation.  The  14 
are  made  up  of  11  pulmonary  cases,  2 memingeal,  and  1 general 
tuberculosi s . 


Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  there  being  only 
2 months  wFe'n  there  were  no  cases.  The  disease  was  of  a mild 
type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 


Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  May  and  1 death  was  recorded. 


Chicken  Pox,  notifiable  on  July  10th  owing  to  small  pox  being 
prevalent  about  Gloucester.  No  cases  of  Small  Pox  occurred 
locally . 

Diphtheria . There  was  an  improvement  in  number  of  cases  compared 
with  last  year.  10  cases  notified  against  26).

Chicken  Pox  was  notably  prevalent  in  spring  and  early  summer  and 
upon  notification  (in  July)  a decline  v</as  noted. 


Small  Pox,  though  prevalent  around  Gloucester,  was  not  met  with  in 
the  District. 

Tonsilitis  and  Sore  Throats  were  a notable  cause  of  sickness  in 
October.’,  owing  possibly  to  the  unusually  wet  season  at  that 
time . 
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Mumps  in  November  and  December  caused  a number  of  absences  from 
SofTool . Adults  were  rarely  victims. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  magnitude  during  the  year. 


Ll  INFANT  WE  Iff  ARE. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
continued  to  be  carried  on  at  the  Wesleyan  Schoolroom,  Black- 
horse  Road.  The  statistics  for  the  year  are  :

Feeble  children  are  visited  frequently  and  advice  re  feeding 
and  clothing  given.  During  the  year  there  v*ere  3,130  visits  paid. 
The  deaths  numbered  19.  The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  books 
was  812. 


(2 )  TUBERCULOSIS  CASES.

Visits  are  made  at  regular  intervals.  Ex-servicemen, 
extra-diet  cases  and  shelter  cases  are  under  constant  supervision, 
and  reports  sent  monthly.  Advice  is  given  particularly  in 
regard  to  preventive  measures. 


(3)  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Assistance  was  given  at  24  medical  inspections  of  schools. 
1,095  children  were  examined  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

115  physically  defective  children  were  referred  to  the  Health 
Visitor  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  233  visits 
were  paid  to  the  homes.  Four  schools  were  visited  to  ascertain 
cases  of  pediculosis  and  1,770  children  examined.  19  visits  were 
paid  to  the  schools,  and  infected  children  were  followed  up  till 
"clean",  entailing  visits  extending  over  3 months.  The  clerical 
work  consisted  in  filling  in  1,040  cards  with  envelopes,  etc.

There  is  one  hospital  in  the  district,  namely  that 
for  'small -pox,  in  Fisher  Lane.  No  cases,  however,  occurred 
during  the  year. 

For  infectious  diseases  - other  than  small-pox  - the 
Mangotsfield  Hospital  is  available  by  arrangement  with  the 
Warmley  Rural  District  Authority. 

There  is  no  institution  in  the  district  for  unmarried 
mothers , illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children.

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  diphtheria  cases  following 
on  a decrease  reported  last  year  is  a gratifying  feature,  but 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  scarlet  fever. 

Inspections  of  schools  and  school  drainage  have  been 
made  and  the  Sanitary  accommodation  has  invariably  been  found 
clean  and  in  good  order. 

There  have  been  very  few  instances  of  a second  case 
occurring  in  the  same  house,  so  that  the  unfortunate  over- 
crowding, which  is  now  so  frequent,  does  not  appear  to  have 
directly  spread  this  disease. 

It  is,  however,  possible  that  the  low  standard  of  living, 
v/hich  long  continued  depression  in  trade  has  made  inevitable, 
may  have  resulted  in  an  increased  susceptibility  on  the  part 
of  children. 

The  cases  have  usually  been  of  a mild  type,  no  deaths 
having  resulted. 

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  Hospital  during  the  year 
were  : 

Diphtheria  1. 

Scarlet  Fever  4. 

The  notification  of  chicken  pox  was  made  compulsory 
during  the  year  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  small  pox  in  the 
City  of  Gloucester  and  in  part  of  the  County  of  Gloucester, 
only  five  cases  were  notified.  Happily  no  cases  of  small 
pox  occurred. 


HOUSING  AND  DRAINAGE. 


The  number  of  Houses  inspected  during  the  year  was  120. 
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Continued  unemployment  has  caused  great  distress  in  the 
district  and  made  it  almost  impossible  in  the  case  of  working 
men  owners  to  get  repairs  carried  out,  and  in  some  cases  it 
was  found  that  tenants  were  many  weeks  in  arrears  with  their 
rent,  which  made  it  difficult  to  persuade  owners  to  spend 
money  on  repairs. 

The  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  becomes  progres- 
sively greater,  the  amount  of  building  by  no  means  keeping 
pace  with  the  naturally  increasing  demand. 

Nine  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and 
the  erection  of  twelve  houses,  part  of  the  Council’s  Building 
Scheme,  has  been  commenced. 

Sewers  have  been  extended  in  Black  Horse  Road,  Mount 
Hill  Road,  Crown  Lane,  and  Foots  Hill.  Thirty  houses  have 
been  newly  connected  with  the  sewers. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  further  sewer  extensions. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


A good  and  constant  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained 
by  the  West  Gloucester  Water  Company. 

A small  number  of  Houses  obtain  their  water  supply  from 
wells,  springs  and  old  mine  levels. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  been  constantly  under  inspection 
and  have  been  kept  clean  and  in  good  condition,  they  are 
generally  not  of  modern  construction. 

In  my  view  proper  supervision  and  inspection  of  the 
slaughtering  of  animals,  the  flesh  of  which  is  intended  for 
human  consumption,  can  only  be  secured  by  the  compulsory 
slaughter  of  these  beasts  at  publicly  owned  slaughterhouses. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 


Factories  in  the  district  have  frequently  been  closed 
for  considerable  periods  through  depression  in  trade. 

Factories  and  Workshops  have  generally  been  kept  in 
clean  and  satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 


OVERCROWDING. 

Overcrowding  continues  to  increase  and  to  give  rise  to 
considerable  anxiety.  There  are  more  than  300  houses  with 
more  than  one  family  occupying  them. 

No  improvement  can  be  effected  until  the  supply  of 
houses  begin  to  bear  some  relation  to  the  demand. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  area  of  collection  of  house  refuse  has  again  been 
slightly  extended.  Very  little  further  improvement  can  be 
made,  except  by  a more  frequent  collection,  and  there  does  nctr 
at  present  appear  to  be  any  need  for  this.
